The resu lt was li,500 degrees (J. (« ,800 
dt grees F. ), show ing only that the solar 
temperatu re is greater than this. 
A 
measu reim lit of the heat n fleeted from 
an are lamp was then made, the tem­ 
peratu re in the focu s of tin mirror prov­ 
ing to be only 100 degrees to 105 de­ 
grees C., althou gh the arc itself was 
known to have a temperatu re of very 
nearly 8,500 degrees. 
Freni this it is 
argu ed that the temperatu re of the su n 
mu st bo very mu ch more than 8,600 de­ 
grees, while it is believed that this 
method may lou d to an accu rate esti­ 
mate.

Hardly 20 hou ses in all Nev^Eng­ 
land dating back of 1700 arc* yet in ex­ 
istence, u nless in a materially trans­ 
formed condition. 
At best the most of 
them were very rou gh, box shaped, with 
a door in one side and a high pitched 
roof, to make tin* snow slide off easily, 
and a chimney of prodigiou s size. 
A 
few years ago the great chimney of the 
hou se at 
Boscawen, where General 
John A. I)ix was born, was torn down 
and fou nd to contain 150,000 of brick. 
The chimney of the Darling hou se in 
this town, destroyed abou t the same 
time, was abou t as large. 
Its removal 
provided tin- hou se with a good sized 
additional room. Almost all the seven­ 
teenth centu ry hou ses were wooden, 
thou gh abou t the oldest stru ctu re in 
New England was bu ilt of stone at 
Gu ilford, Conn., in or near 1638. 
Flxe- 
ti-r’s oldest, the Darling hou se, is abou t 
10 or 11 years you nger. Exeter had on­ 
ly three brick hou ses dating fu r back 
into the eighteenth centu ry, and now 
has only two, if they still can be called 
brick after being covered with wood 
and receiving large wooden extensions. 
Those are the Peavy hou se, on the New­ 
market road, and the old hou se off Wa­ 
ter street bu ilt by Nathaniel Ladd. 
Both were erected between 1720 and 
1730, the Peavy hou se, of which James 
Gilman was the bu ilder, replacing an 
older stru ctu re which had been bu rned. 
The very pictu resqu e Dennett Gilman 
hou se, a brick stru ctu re with gambrel 
roof, which stood abou t where the Amos 
Tu ck hou se now stands, was torn down 
abou t 60 years ago. The block near the 
great bridge is of nineteenth centu ry 
origin, having been bu ilt by Major Sim­ 
eon Folsom abou t 1813. 
Dwelling hou se architectu re first be­ 
came a really fine art in New England 
du ring the flu sh times which intervened 
between Wolfe’s captu re of Qu ebec in 
1759 and the Revolu tionary ou tbreak of 
1775. It was then that the older of the 
stately mansions of Portsmou th and 
New bu ry port were erected. 
The war 
pretty effectively stopped hou se bu ild­ 
ing, bu t by 1800 prosperity had retu rned, 
and New England shipowners became 
very rich. 
Tin hou se bu ilding mania 
broke ou t again in the form of those 
great, squ are, three story hou ses of 
which Exeter 
Iuih a few and of which 
Halem, Newbu ryport and Portsmou th 
are fu ll. 
The magnates of 1800-10 disliked 
gambrel roofs and had no patienet with 
nooks and passages. 
They were plain, 
downright and u tilitarian men, 
and 
they bu ilt hou ses as squ are as them­ 
selves, with no nonsense abou t them, 
except perhaps the u su ally su pciilu ou s 
third story. 
Were these worthies to re­ 
tu rn to earth they might appreciate the 
many 
modern 
improvements v\ hieh 
have been introdu ced in architectu re, 
bu t they wou ld be pretty su re to repu ­ 
diate with scorn the adornments for 
which poor Qu een Anno has been held 
responsible. — Exeter (N. II.)

E vo lu tio n of G u n po w d e r. 
The invention of gu npowder is shown 
by Mr. Oscar Gu ttmann, in his book on 
the manu factu re of explosives, to have 
been most probably an evolu tion. 
The 
Greek lire of naphtha, mentioned by 
early Eu ropean and Arabian writers, is 
believed to have been a composition 
containing niter, su lphu r and charcoal. 
Marcu s Gravu s, who wrote in the tenth 
centu ry, gives a composition for charg­ 
ing rockets and crackers closely ap­ 
proaching that of modern blasting pow­ 
der. 
This recipe is qu oted by Albert u s 
Magnu s, and another one, not so clear, 
is given by Roger Bacon. None of these 
writers, however, speaks of the u se of 
su ch su bstances in any way like the fir­ 
ing of projectiles from gu ns. 
On the 
contrary, they all describe crackers and 
bombs or maroons, and say that these 
were discharged into towns from bal- 
lista* or catapu lts or mangonels for the 
pu rpose of setting lire to them. 
Mr. Gu ttmann has fou nd, however, in 
the wardrobe accou nts of King Edward 
111 of England an entry between A. D. 
1345 and 184!» giving credit to one 
Thomas of Boldest on for the king’s work 
for his gu ns, for ‘JJ2 pou nds of saltpeter 
and 88*1 pou nds * it live su lphu r. 
This 
seems to confirm the tradition that gu ns 
were u sed by the English at the battle 
of Crecyin 134« . Mr. Gu ttmann decides 
that Bert hold Schwartz invented this 
u se of gu npowder abou t 1313. 
If so, 
Schwartz mu st have been very you ng at 
the time or else have lived to a very 
great age, for the date of his death is 
given as 1384.—Popu lar ¡Science Month­ 
ly.

Product# o f th e Peanut. 
In Europe this nut lias various uses 
which are only beginning to be recog­ 
nized in this country , the first recogni­ 
tion being that of u Virginia company 
which handles the peanut products. The 
principal products are peanut oil for 
cooking and table purposes and confec­ 
tioners’ use, peunut cribble for confec­ 
tionery , peanut grits for soap, etc., pea­ 
nut flour for baking and peanut bran 
for sttx 'k feed. The oil is highly valued 
in Europe, and it is stated that fully 
$5,000,000 worth of peanuts are brought 
into Marseilles annually for the manu­ 
facture of oil, which is us**i in toilet 
soaps and for other purposes. 
The pea­ 
nut flour is quite ex tensively used in 
Europe and is made into bread, cakes, 
biscuit, etc. It is one of the favorite ar­ 
ticles of food in the hospitals of Ger­ 
many . 
The estimated product of five 
tons of peanuts amounts to 285 gallons 
of refined oil, at $1 per gallon; 17 5 gal­ 
lons of crude oil, at 50 cents; 8,080 
pounds of flour and meal, at 2 cents per 
pound; 8,800 
pounds of stock feed, at 
00 rents per hundred 
pounds, making 
$415.9 0 in all. In the mechanical han­ 
dling of peanuts they are first crushed 
and cut between suitable rollers. 
Then 
the cut and crushed mass is submitted 
to a hot bath for separating the shells 
and kernels and finally the kernels are 
dried to separate them from their skins.
